NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (/P) — The 
Arab countries t^ ay threatened 
counter-measures a g a i n s t the 
United States and Syria predicted a 
complete rupture of relations with 
any members that support the plan 
before the United Nations assembly 
for partition of Palestine. 
The Middle East bloc said the 
Arab world would "take all neces- 
sar>- measures to oppose the United 
States both inside and outside the 
United Nations” if Secretary of 
State Marshall supports the plan 
for Arab-Jewish partition. 
Threatens "To Break' 
Syrian Chief Del^ate Paris El 
Khoury said the Arab counties 
would "break off all relations” with 
members supporting partition. 
He also said "money, men and 
arms" would be thrown into the bat­ 
tle to have a free Palestine with Its 
present Arab population majority 
kept intact. 
These threats and maneuvers — 
all made off the assembly floor — 
came as warnings that the Arab 
bloc had decided finally on the line 
to be taken in (^position to Zionist 
aims in the long committee debates 
beginning tomorrow at Lake Suc­ 
cess.

Adequate Fuel Stock 
Predicted For Winter 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 23 ONS)— 
The U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
reported today that, barring abnor- 
msd weather conditions or strikes, 
overall fuel supplies this winter ]rill 
be adequate to meet requirements. 
The report, made in cooperation 
with the coal, petroleum and natural 
gas industri«s, conceded that there 
ma\ be temporarj’ local shortages. 
The report said the coal industrj* 
was expected to meet internal de- 


There were no immediate signs 
whether the United States would 
join Britain in a formal diplomatic 
protest of Petkov's hanging or in 
some form of retaliatory measures. 
Time after time, in appeals both 
to Russia and Bulgaria, this coun­ 
try and Britain tried to save Petkov. 
They took, the position that the cam- 
pai^i to eliminate opposition to the 
Bulgarian regime broke the YalU 
agreement with Russia.

provided that postwar governments 
of former Axis partners must be 
freely chosen and r^resent all 
democrstic elements. 
But every appeal was rejected. 
Russia, in effect, told the U. S. and 
Britain to mind their own business 
and not to interfere in Bulgaria's in­ 
ternal affairs.

Second Tropical 
Storm From Gulf 
Hits Florida

MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 23 (ff) — The 
second tropical stcxm to cross the 
Florida coastline in a week moved 
inland from the Gulf of Mexico 
late today and at 8:30 p. m. (EST) 
was centered lb miles southwest of 
Jacksonville, moving, north-north- 
westward with highest winds about 
CO miles an hour. 
Wind squalls up Ur 70 miles an 
hour over open water were felt as 
the 
storm 
moved 
inland. 
The 
squall area extended 200 miles out­ 
ward to the north and east. 
Increasing winds along the Geor­ 
gia, South Carolina and NcM-th 
Carolina coasts were predicted as 
the center advanced. Strong winds 
continued over North Florida, but 
were dying dowm in the southern 
part of the peninsula. 
High tides threatened the state's 
West Coast as the storm was felt 
and one stretch of gulf beaches was 
ordered evacuated and high tides 
claimed two houses on another 
stretch. 
Caution Warning Issued 
At Tampa, Meteorologist W. W. 
Talbott said persons liing in "un­ 
usually” low^ areas along the coast 
should be cautioned. He said some 
properties near the shore line would 
be endangered by high waters. 
George Dunn, chairman of the St. 
Petersburg Disaster Relief Commit­ 
tee, advised residents of the beach 
area from Blind Pass to Indian 
Rocks—a 15-mile stretch—in Pinel­ 
las (bounty to evacuate because of 
heavy waves.

At a morning press conference, 
when 
Elsenhower 
faced 
30-odd 
newspaper and radio representa­ 
tives, the famed World War II com­ 
mander was led into a political dis­ 
cussion of the possibilities of his 
becoming a presidential factor next 
year despite a prefacing, “please lay 
off me for once on anything that 
Involves politics”. 
Editor Herman Gieske of the 
Parkersburg News, meticulously ex­ 
plained to Eisenhower that ths 
Presidential question had never be­ 
fore been presented in exactly the 
right words, asked and received the 
general’s permission to state it a 
new way. 
“General," 
Gieske said, 
“next 
year, you will become a civilian, and 
when you have become a civilian 
would you refuse the Republican 
nomination for President? 
“Honestly” Eisenhower countered 
with a grin amid widespread merri- 
ment among his questioners, “I 
don't see how I can answer that.

Look To World Bank 
The 16 nations, declaring their 
needs for economic recovery under 
the Marshall Plan, looked to the 
American continent for $ 19,330,000,- 
000 and to the World Bank for 
$ 3,110,000,000 in loans. 
Canada and Latin American Na­ 
tions are not expected to provide 
much of the $ 19,330,000,000 because 
they are already dipping into their 
gold reserves and dollar holdings to 
help pay for what they buy from 
the United States. 
And Robert L. Gamer, vice presi­ 
dent of the World Bank, told a news 
conference today that at present the 
bank has only about $600,0(X),000 for 
lending. The only way it can get 
more money in the foreseeable fu­ 
ture, he said, is to sell bonds to 
American investors. 
Gamer said the European confer­ 
ees had not consulted the bank, 
that it couldn’t raise $3,110,(X)0,000 
all at once, and that it would have 
to “feel its way.” Besides, the insti­ 
tution set up by 45 nations wants 
to help Latin America and other 
countries some time and can’t “look 
only at Europe,” he said. The Euro­ 
pean recovery, report “assumes” that 
$3,110,000,000 for machinery and the 
like will be loaned by the bank and 
other credit sources. This figure 
closely parallels the $ 3,175.000,000 
total which this government sub­ 
scribed to the bank’s $ 8,000,000,000 
capital. Not all of it has been called 
in, however.. 
Take Inventory 
The Western Europeans arrived at 
the $ 22.440,000,000 estimate after an 
inventory of their needs and their 
own ability to help themselves. They 
acted at the suggestion of Secretary 
of State Marshall. 
While American officials prepared 
to give the analysis of Europe’s 
plight a long, hard look before tak­ 
ing it up with Congress, the 20,000- 
word report received praise in Lon­ 
don and on the continent—except 
from the Communists. Russia boy­ 
cotted the whole idea and contends 
it is intended to give the United 
States control of Western Europe. 


TRIESTE, FREE TERRITORY, 
Sept. 23 —(/P) —Radio Trieste an­

Previous Strikes Called 
Sindicati Unit! had caUed strikes 
previously in the shipyards and gas 
works. The latter strike left the 
city without gas for heating and 
cooking and brought the number 
of idle to approximately 5,0(X>. 
The military government state­ 
ment said “it is obvious that agree­ 
ment is being prevented by ceàrtain 
outside elements who for their own 
selfish political r e a s o n s are at­ 
tempting to ^read the strike." 
The statement did not identify 
the "outside elements,” but added: 
‘The Allied Military Government 
will take definite action against 
those present ^ o are found in­ 
timidating or threatening peaceful 
citizens xxx”. 
Radio TTlests did not élaborate 
on what pron^ited the call for the 
general strike. 
Supporters of the Communist-Led 
Shipyard Workers Union have been 
on strike since the inception of the 
free territory. Hiey went out first 
in protest against thé killing of a 
11-year-old girl in a machinegun 
attack on a Communist Club, and 
later to protest AMG’s suspension 
of six workmen who tried to take 
over a struck shipyard in the name 
of the workers fay raising a Red 
flag. 
The strike action was extended 
today by the Municipal Gas Works 
and the AMG said it was done for 
“political reasons.” 
Nationalist Union Opposes 
Throughout the strikes the Ita­ 
lian Nationalist Union has opposed 
the Communist action.

To Consi der Mew 
Veto-Free Agency 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (flP) —Heavy 
United Nations majorities steam« 
roUered Russian opposition today 
and approved American proposals to 
deal with the Greek and Korean 
crises and consider creation of a 
new veto-free security agency. 
Over the persistent objection of 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister An­ 
drei VIshinsky, the 55-natlon as­ 
sembly also approved an American- 
supported Argentine proposal that it 
debate and suggest revision of tlM 
new Italian Peace Treaty. 
Thla 
issue brought a split among the 
Western powers as well as between 
them and Russia. 
The six votes of the Slav Bk» 
held solid in the minority through­ 
out on all East-West issues. 
Agree On Palestine 
Russia and the United States 
showed upon the same side of the 
voting on only one issue—creation 
of a special 55-nation committee on 
Palestine—and on .this the Arab 
bloc was an adamant minority in op­ 
position. 
The air of contest and bitter con­ 
troversy which marked the assem­ 
bly’s week-long general debate pre­ 
vailed throughout the voting on 61- 
item agenda. Finally this was adopt­ 
ed without change from the form in 
which it had been submitted to the 
assembly 
the 14-nation Steering 
Ckimmlttee. 
As the debate closed and discus­ 
sion of the agenda opened. Secretary 
General Trygve Lie made an im­ 
passioned plea for harmony and 
compromise among the battling 
great powers.

State Sales Tax 
Average Is Low 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 23. (/P>—Col­ 
lectors of the state’s new two per 
cent sales tax estimated today it 
costs Marylanders less than 80 
cents a month apiece—on the av­ 
erage. 
They reached the figure on the 
basis of $1,683,000 collected from the 
sales tax in July, its first month of 
operation, and the state’s population 
of slightly more than 2,000,000. 
’The average Marylander, they 
calculated, pays less than the 80- 
cent individual tax produced by 
their mathematical maneuver—buys 
less than $ 40 worth of taxable goods 
monthly. 
Money paid on the sales tax is 
deductible from both ^federal and 
state income tax computations, but 
the collectors cautioned tax payers 
not to estimate their deductions too 
high.

Any 
future American aid to Europe must require the maxi­ 
mum of effort to raise production. 
We cannot afford 
to finance codal experiments, like the British reduc­ 
tion of the work-week for miners.

government cannot prevent a wildcat strike of miners, 
which has robbed the British people of 500,000 tons 
of coal.

There Is More To Be 
Done, Mr. President 
President Truman reported the other day, in a 
letter drafted in connection with the thirtieth anni­ 
versary celebration of the National Federation of 
Federal Employes—yep, there is one—that 1,680,000 
government employes have been separated from their 
fobs since V-J Day. 
He estimated that there are now 
2,088,000 persons on the public payroll, compared to a 
wartime peak of 3,770,000. 
It was with considerable pride that the President 
cited these statistics, for he pointed out that “never 
before in the history of this or any other nation has 
a single employer, within such a short period of time 
been called upon to discharge 1,880,000 persons. 
He 
Added that on the whole the job had been done “in 
a fair and orderly manner." 
Perhaps the President Is right in his belief that 
bis administration accomplished something unpre­ 
cedented. 
It may also be true that on the whole the 
discharges have been handled as well as could reason­ 
ably be expected. 
But the fact remains that there 
are still more than 2,000.000 federal jobholders which 
Ie more than double the prewar total, and it is hard to 
believe that they are all needed in peacetime. 
Granted that the government is performing more 
Services now than it was before the war, It is fair to 
ask lf it Is performing twice as many. 
On this point 
the latter had nothing to say. 
Neither did the Presi­ 
dent so much as mention further efforts to cut down 
the payroll. 
Instead it talked of returning career 
employes to duty. 
Congress, it is evident, will be compelled to take 
a bit in its teeth if it wants the federal establishment 
whittled down to somewhere near its former size.

The Soil Counts 
The long-standing argument over whether heredity 
ar environment counts most in shaping the human 
being still goes cm. Probably It will not soon be 
settled to everybody's satisfaction. But evidence con­ 
tinues to accumulate on the side of those who hold 
th at a good environment can go a long way toward 
Offsetting a bad heredity. 
Another exhibit pointing toward this general con­ 
clusion has now been added to the record. At Detroit, 
in a paper read before the American Psychological 
Association, two psychologists named Marie Skodak 
and Harold M. Steele reported on the results of an 
Interesting piece of research. 
They had made intelligence teste of IOO children, 
bom of parents who “did poorly in school" but reared 
^y adoptive parents described as “above average 
educationally, economically, socially, and culturally." 
These teste were carried out over a period of years, 
extending from the babyhood of the children through 
adolescence. 
The investigators discovered that the intellectual 
level of these children “has remained consistently 
higher than would have been predicted from the 
Intellectual, educational, or social-economic level of 
Muir true parents." 
That say* a lot for a good environment.

c i e n t i s t s have long toyed 
with the idea of developing an 
artificial kidney for treating 
patients with uremia. Attempts 
along this line have been made 
since 1913 but there were so many 
technical difficulties to overcome 
that the theory never became a 
reality* The announcement recently 
by Kolff of Holland that be had de­ 
vised such a contrivance is encour­ 
aging and should stimulate further 
research in this field. 
Whenever the kidneys become in­ 
competent, certain poisons begin to 
accumulate in the blood. The com­ 
plication may occur when the struc­ 
tures have been impaired seriously 
thru Bright’s disease, high blood 
pressure, or es a result of an acci­ 
dent or longstanding obstruction of 
the prostrate gland. Once the dis- 
. order (uremia) appears, it is diffi­ 
cult to control but physicians do 
everything in their power to elim­ 
inate the toxins by stimulating the 
renal organa to function more effi­ 
ciently. This is not easy, especially 
if the damage is irreparable. 
More than 39 years ago, Abel tried 
to combat the situation by remov­ 
ing a portion of the blood, separat­ 
ing the cells from the liquid, and 
then returning them to the circu­ 
lation. This procedure was logical 
inasmuch as the harmful substances 
were contained in the fluid portion. 
But the process was not practicable 
and soon was abandoned. One of 
the greatest handicaps to the plan 
was the fact that the blood clot­ 
ted but with the discovery of hep­ 
arin and later, dicumarol, this ob­ 
stacle was overcome. 
Thalhimer performed some ex­ 
periments on animals that demon­ 
strated another method of elimin­ 
ating the noxious products. Bs re­ 
moved the kidneys of a dog and 
then connected the blood stream of 
the animal with that of a healthy 
dog. Ordinarily, uremia would have 
occurred but in this instance the 
kidneys of the well animal did the 
work of both and eradicated the 
poisons successfully. This led to the 
first studies with artificial organa 
and, instead of using another ani­ 
mal, the circulation was allowed to 
pass throu a cellophone tube that 
was immersed in a weak salt solu­ 
tion. Enough toxins Besped thru the 
cellophane to demonstrate the pos­ 
sibilities of the plan. 
KolfTs apparatus is an improve­ 
ment. Here too blood from an ar­ 
tery is directed into a cellophane 
tube I to 2 Inches in diameter and 
39 to 46 yards long. At one end, it 
is wrapped around a rotary disk 
which helps to move along tho vital 
fluid; at .tee other, a pumping ap­ 
paratus is placed that brings the 
blood back into tbs veins. The tub­ 
ing Is immersed in a special rinsing 
fluid that contains sodium and po­ 
tassium chloride, sodium bicarbon­ 
ate, and glucose (sugar). 
To date, the instrument has been 
used la 35 casii of uremia. Pour re­ 
deemed. Blood etodlre taken before 
and after showed that considerable 
poison is removed. The blood urea 
level in one Instance fell from 704 
to 192; in another, from 263 to 89. 
Since various toxins are responsi­ 
ble, it is conceivable that In the 
future a machine will be invented 
that will handle all types and thus 
cure a higher percentage.

European Governments Will Be 


Lucky To Get Half Of Sum Asked 
_____________By DAVID LAWRENCE

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23. — The 
16 European governments asking 
for help under the Marshall Plan 
will be lucky if Congress appropri­ 
ates fifty per cent of the sums re­ 
quested. 
Likewise, it ie unrealistic to as­ 
sume that Congress ie going to 
adopt any four-year plan. Under 
the American constitutional system. 
Congress is in session for no longer 
than two years and no Corneas can 
bind a successor Congress. 
This means that nobdy can make 
such a commitment by a majority 
vote of boti} bouses. Even if the 
Marshall Plan is embodied in the 
form of a treaty, requiring two- 
thirds vote of the Senate for rati­ 
fication, it would require a majority 
vote of both Houses to appropriate 
any money for this purpose and, 
again, no Congress can make a 
four-year commitment. 
The fact that President Truman 
and Secretary Marshall promise 
American aid for four years might 
weigh considerably with succeeding 
officials but if circumstances change 
and it appears that the European 
countries are not fulfilling their 
part of the program, the decision 
with respect to continuance of ap­ 
propriations would rest with each 
session of Congress. 
Ne Issue el “Isotationtani” 
The trend of American opinion. 
of course, ta towards granting aid 
to Europe for rehabilitation and re­ 
lief. There is a substantial majority 
of Republicans and Democrats in 
Congress who favor the principle 
of American aid to Europe. No issue 
of “isolationism” has appeared as 
yet and is not likely to color the 
debate in any important aspect. 
But on the basis of information 
available thus far, the Marshall 
program will have hard sledding.

Judging from the 
rumblings heard ta Washington ta 
recent weeks, there is much skep­ 
ticism about the extent of the aid to 
be forthcoming. 
It is not doubted that the Europ-

It is not only to Truman’s credit 
that he is abandoning the Morgen­ 
thau Plan but that he was big 
enough to send former President 
Hoover to Europe to get the facts 
of its colossal failure. Hoover, upon 
his return, told Truman. “We can 
keep Germany in these economic 
chains, but it w;il also keep Europe 
in rags.”

san countries could use up to $22.-

Instead oi gath­ 
ering about a table to find a way 
to peace, they have adopted the 
rostrum for a breast-beating exhi­ 
bition of brutal rudeness, not to 
find a road to peace but to exhibit 
forensic skill in loud-mouthed ill- 
manners.

burger. A Stage Door Johnny wooed 
his lady with the knickknacks Mr. 
Cartier kept in his private vault, 
And Matt was one of Mr. Cartier’s 
better customers. 
Every season half a dozen of the 
top gals on Broadway would be 
wearing one of Matt’s diamond 
bracelets, one of Matt’s sapphire 
clips, one of Matt's emerald pen­ 
dants. Everything but one of Matt* 
wedding rings. 


Then came that Black Friday in 
October. 
1929, 
when 
16,000,000 
shares were thrown overboard be­ 
tween 10:00 and 3:00. For days it 
wasn’t safe to walk around Broad 
and Wall because it was raining 
brokers, and a fellow might get 
hurt. 
Matt Howard didnt Jump, but 
when he counted up he had darn 


near one leg over the windowsill. 
But nobody on Broadway knew. 
When one of the girls asked him 
if he had been hurt in the crash, 
Matt winked and asked her if she 
had ever 
heard about "selling 
short.” 
For several months, he continued 
pursuing his hobby—but he collect­ 
ed cuties with the glitter of his 
reputation, rather than that of 
precious stones. The gals he squired 
missed his lavish gifts, but put it 
down to some lack ta themselves. 
In April of 1930, Matt got a 
crush on an auburn-haired dancer 
who did a little specialty in the 
second act of the current Ziegfeld 
show. When he took her to sim­ 
per the next night, Matt sensed she 
wasn’t very much impressed with 
him. When he was in the chips he 
had overcome such sales resistance 
with a fistful of the blue-white 
stuff. Now he had to do it with 
charm. But after a week of the 
charm treatment, Miss Auburn Bklr 
broke a date with him and went 
out with a member at the Niow* 
male quartet. 
This was a sharp knife in Matt* 
fat ego. He took the last hundred 


dollars he had been saving for his 
tailor and bought a diamond neck­ 
lace. It was the kind of diamond 
necklace you buy for a hundred 
dollars—paste. But in an old Car­ 
tier box, presented by a fellow with 
Matt's reputation, it wasn’t paste. 
Miss Auburn Hair thought she was 
slipping $30,000 around her neck. 
For the next three months. Matt 
didn’t have to worry about the 
baritone in the quartet. 
Then, one day, their little ro­ 
mance ended. Somebody thought of 
giving Miss Auburn Hair a screen 
test, and a few weeks later she 
was on the Chief with a Holly­ 
wood contract in her valise. 
On the West Coast, the lady did 
very well. A writer-d Hector took a 
shine to her, and cast her in one 
of the fat parts of the year. She 
hit like Jean Harlow, and in the 
next five year* Miss Auburn Hair 
became ane of the great box-office 
attractions of the industry. * I’m 
not mentioning her name out of 
deference to her present husband. 
During those five years. Matt 
Howard was taking the elevator 
down. Having beep a front-runner 
for so long, he couldn’t stand being 


an also-ran. He dropped out of 
sight. 
I didn't hear his name again 
until Isl , Fall, when I was sitting 
around with some newspapermen 
who had covered the Broadway beat 
in the Twenties. We got to chin­ 
ning about the big spenders of that 
era, and somebody asked, "What 
ever happened to Matt Howard?” 
"I saw him a couple of weeks 
ago,” said a columnist. "He’s living 
in a fica bag of a hotel down on 
West lith Street. Looks aa if he 
has put away a lot of whiskey 
since we saw him last.” 


The day before Christmas, I 
bumped into Miss Auburn Hair at 
o»«e of those cocktail parties which 
movie companies are always giving. 
The big star was in town to see 
some shows.

Rot to talking about old 
times and I told her what I’d heard 
about her old beau. 
“Thats too bad.’’ she said. "In 
a way, Matt gave me my start. 
Maybe I can do something to help 
him.” 
She wrote me from the Coast a 
few weeks later. “Dear Billy.” the 
note read. "Remember our talk 
about Matt? 
I got to brooding 
about him after the party thai 
night. I decided to do something 
to help him make a comeback. As 
a Christmas present. I sent him 


back the diamond necklace he once 
gave me.”

Miss Margaret Baker, who gave a 
resume of when she attended rhe 
Security Council meeting this sum­ 
mer; Mrs. Mary Stangel told of the 
Greek 
problems; 
Miss 
Dorothy 
Shires presented the Palestine prob­ 
lems and Mrs. Corm Perry told what 
may be expected from the Council. 
Mias Walsh explained that 55 na­ 
tions constitute the United Nations 
organisation, which, she pointed out, 
is a political effort by political peo­ 
ple to do right things by the people 
of the world. She pointed out that 
it is the lint time the world has ever 
sat around a table to discuss world 
problems; that it is a chance to 
help the world. She stressed the 
fact that it Is not the place of the 
UN to create public opinion but 
rather to hear public opinion and 
both sides of the question. 
She also explained that the UN 
is composed of security council with 
ll members; the International Court 
of Justice, 15 members; and Trus­ 
teeship Council, in summing up the 
talk, she declared that the UN must 
mean “My World” to the people of 
the world, and “My Human Race” 
to the people of the world if the 
UN is to stand. 
Mias Baker, in speaking of her 
visit to the Security Council, said 
that the decline of public confidence 
in the UN is the most serious prob­ 
lem in the United States today. She 
gave a little of the set-up of the 
council, and how the representatives 
sit around a horseshoe-shaped table 
with the president routing. The day 
she was there the Assyrian repre­ 
sentative was president and the dis­ 
cussion was the Egyptian problem 
The outstanding impression was 
how the Egyptian representative de­ 
clared the agreement of 1936 is no 
longer valid in their country. The 
British representative responded by 
saying the agreement would stand 
She stressed the hope for mutual 
agreement. 
She next discussed the veto and 
pointed out how it has kept the 
Security Council from accomplishing 
great deal of good. Three plans 
are being presented for changing 
the veto power, and the United 
States is is favor of limiting it 
Her greatest impressions, she said. 
are the seriousness of members a.id 
how small or large nations can 
present problems and both small 
and large explain their stand. 
Discussing the Greek problem, 
Mrs. Stangel said the Security 
Council had more sessions on the 
Greek problem than on any other 
problem. The lack of progress was 
blamed for Greece’s greatest trou­ 
ble, and to illustrate her point she 
explained that old 12th century 
methods of fanning are still used 
in Greece. 
Miss Shires also visited the Se­ 
curity Council during the summer 
and spoke on the Palestine prob­ 
lem. The main feature of this prob­ 
lem, she said, was the Declaration 
of 1917, when Jews were promised 
hopes in Palestine. Their problem 
now is trying to secure a national 
Jewish homeland, and declare the 
act valid. The Jewish people point­ 
ed out, she said, that they are ask­ 
ing for a right of self government 
and the last uprising was due to 
their trying to establish homes in 
Palestine again. The Palestine pro­ 
gress and method in agriculture and 
industry is growing, she said, and 
the diamond industry is growing 
by leaps and bounds, with living 
conditions and standards of living 
high.

Alcohol Made 
From (oar Cobs 


PEORIA, HI.—UP)—Fermentation 
of a little-known type of sugar, 
xylos, or wood sugar, promises al­ 
cohol from corn cobs, straws, cot­ 
tonseed hulls, cornstalks and other 
waste products, says the Northern 
Regional Research Laboratory of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
here. 
No use had previously been found 
for xylos when the laboratory found 
a method for fermenting it. The 
experiments were conducted on 
com cobs from which the familiar 
glucose sugar was obtained in addi­ 
tion to the xylos. The glucose is 
easily fermented, but the laboratory 
reports success only with some 
batches of the xylos and is conduct­ 
ing further experiments to deter­ 
mine how the special strain of butyl 
alcohol bacteria works. 
The xylos is harder to ferment 
because it has only five carbon 
atoms compared with six for better- 
known sugars. The laboratory says 
its process may develop important 
new sources for industrial solvents 
and even for motor fuels.

County Commissioners, discussing 
A proposal to name a commission to 
study the advisability of setting up 
a wholesale liquor dispensary in the

Appointment of such a commis­

The resolu­ 
tion states that a committee named 
ihould be comprised of competent 
citizens not directly connected with 
the alcoholic business. 
The com­ 
mission is to be named, according to 
the resolution before October I. 
The purpose of the commission is 
to provide a group of responsible 
and capable persons to serve as a 
fact finding committee and survey 
the idea from all angles. It would 
probably investigate the operation 
of similar county-owned dispen­ 
saries in counties of {his, and other 
Mates. 
Costs of setting up such a county- 
owned and operated enterprise, the 
county's ability to obtain liquor 
from manufacturers or distributors, 
east of operation, and approximate 
amount that could be realized from 
such an operation, would all be part 
of the commission's task, it is believ­ 
ed. It would also be determined, as 
closely as possible, how much public 
money could be raised and how 
much such an amount would tend to 
reduce the tax load on real estate 
now the county’s chief source * of 
revenue. 
The board's report on the survey 
would be submitted in writing, and 
whatever proposal the committee 
should make would be reviewed at a 
public healing. 
Commissioner Charles N. Wilkin­ 
son. Jr., president of the Board, and 
Commissioner William H. Lrmmert 
both indicated they know of no one 
to name to such a commission, who 
could give it the great amount of 
time required, but each said they 
are pursuing the m atter further.

“I am determined that the op­ 
eration of the business of the de­ 
partment shall be upon an effici­ 
ent and business-like basis furn­ 
ishing prompt and courteous service 
to the public,” the chief executive 
wrote. 
In the course of recommendations 
for improvement of the department i 
the governor said the department’s 
building and equipment “has been 
reported to me as ‘filthy and un­ 
tidy’ and indicating ‘sloppiness and 
carelessness.’ ” 
“I am advised.” he added, “there 
seems to be ‘no organization and 
definitely no morale in the de­ 
partment.* ” 
“Some weeks ago, when a re­ 
quest was made by the Department 
of Motor Vehicles x x x for the ac­ 
quisition of certain office machines.

G im 12 Yews For 
Death Of Layman 


OAKLAND, Md.—James William 
Hoover, 38, of the Jennings section 
in Garrett county, was found guilty 
of second degree murder and sen­ 
tenced to 12 years in the Maryland 
penitentiary, this afternoon in Cir­ 
cuit Court here. 
Tried before a full bench, Hoover 
was indicted in connection with the 
death of Elsie P. Layman, 40, of 
Shade Mill, on U. S. Route 40, west 
of Frostburg, last July SO.

Cold Weaker 


Starts Demand 
For Coal Orders 


Deliveries Locally 
Several Weeks Behind 


Cold weather here this weds has 
created a demand on Jhe part of 
many consumers for coal, a survey 
of local retail dealers indicated last 
night, but some delay is being ex­ 
perienced by some distributors In 
filling rush orders. 
Dealers explained they are about 
OO days behind on deliveries of stok­ 
er coal, which has been in short sup­ 
ply for sometime, and there is little 
indication that the supply will in­ 
crease. Several factors are believed 
to contribute to the shortage. Prepa­ 
ration and washing plants are in­ 
sufficient in many localities to pre­ 
pare enough stoker coal to meet de­ 
mand, and a shortage of railroad 
coal cars has slowed production at 
mkny mines, it is claimed. , 
Local dealers declared that some 
grades of coal, mined in this county 
and suitable for furnace and stove 
heating units, can be obtained on 
fairly short notice as there are a 
number of haulers making local de­ 
liveries from the mines. 
It Is the prepared or graded coal, 
such as stoker coal, which is on 
short supply, together with Penn­ 
sylvania and West Virginia run of 
min* coal, shipped here by rail. 
Dealers agree that In the late 
summer or early fall when weather 
turns cold, people begin thinking 
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about coal for the winter and the 
rush is on. This happened here to a 
considerable extent this week and 
many persons were disappointed be­ 
cause dealers already had a back­ 
log of orders. 
One dealer said last night. ’W e 
are six weeks behind on most of our 
orders for stoker coal, and two to 
three weeks beck on other grades. I 
don’t know if the shipping facilities 
mud preparation plants jean deliver 
sufficient supply to help us catch up 
or not” 
Mines in this area are reported 
working steadily, but in the Fair­ 
mont, W. Va., fields, work has been 
down to as little as two days a week, 
due to a railroad car shortage, and 
coal operators claim they are “mil­ 
lions af tans behind on production.”

HANCOCK. Sept. 23—Fire, follow­ 
ing an explosion of cleaning fluid, 
caused damage to an East Main 
Street business establishment, one 
dwelling house and three apart­ 
ments, amounting to about $20,000, 
at noon here today, and indirectly 
contributed to the death of one 
man. 
Edgar Henry, 63. native and life­ 
long resident employed here as a 
Baltimore and Ohio telegraph oper­ 
ator, dropped dead in the dining 
room of his burning home as he was 
attempting to remove furniture. 
Residents said Henry hurried to 
his burning dwelling from the rail­ 
road tower where he worked when 
the fire started, but had to go back 
to work as there was no one to 
relieve him. He again returned to 
the scene a short time later, parked 
his car a distance from the house, 
due to traffic congestion, ran to his 
home and collapsed as he started 
toward the rear door. Death was 
attributed to shock and a heart at­ 
tack. 
Fire Chief Walter Jackson and 
Hancock police officers said the fire 
started in the rear of the frame 
and brick structure which housed 
three apartments and a cleaning 
plant. Joseph Marks, colored opera­ 
tor of a cleaning and pressing busi­ 
ness, said a spark from an electric 
motor ignited cleaning fluid, which 
exploded, starting the conflagration. 
The building, a two-story affair, 
had the cleaning plant in the front 
and (me dwelling unit along side. 
Two more apartments were on th# 
second floor. The dwelling units 
were occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Melvin Corbet. Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Lucas and family and Mr. and 
Mrs. U. G. Bowser and family. The 
Henry house was a separate build­ 
ing adjoining the business-apart- 
ment structure. 
Volunteer firemen from Hancock 
manned both of the town’s fire en­ 
gines. and a call to Berkeley Springs, 
W. Va., brought a pumper unit and 
volunteers from that community. 
The fire was brought under control 
within two hours after it started 
about noonday. 
Authorities said the buildings were 
badly damaged, and only the front 
portions remained standing. Prac­ 
tically all the frame portions of the 
structures are gone, and fire gut­ 
ted the interiors. Much of t h e 
household furnishings and personal 
effects of the residents were sal­ 
vaged or saved, however, and the 
families burned out found tempor­ 
ary quarters with friends and rela­ 
tives. 
Henry, who dropped dead while 
raging, wf, wen known 
I to the community. He wit I im 
oner’s jury for further investigation 
of the accident, and the inquest was 
closed. No charges were placed 
against the freight engineer.
